Our 1979 Cabernet Sauvignon is a very complex wine. The 
rich, deep color and the mint-like character in the nose 
point toward an exciting tasting experience. The feel of the 
wine in the mouth is moderately full. This belies the 
intense depth of flavor and the very long finish. This style 
of cabernet sauvignon continues our move toward more 
elegance and finesse with this variety of grape. 

The style is derived from our granitic soil, a cool fermen- 
tation temperature of 60°F., and a skin contact time of 
three weeks. This combination of factors is quite unique 
when applied to the cabernet sauvignon grape. The barrels 
chosen for aging purposes are made of American white 
oak, which contributes a counterpoint to the wines inherent 
lushness. A period of eight months in wood gave us the 
result we wanted.
